LAST NIGUT'S DESPATUILEN,

THE RUSSIAN COMPLICATION—THE TREATY OF
PARIS—ENGLAND PREPARING FOR WAR—LORD
GRANVILLE'S OFFICIAL - LETTER UPON THE
COURKE OF GORTECHAKOFE,

Loxpox, Nov. 16,—(Special to the New
York T'elegram.)—Onr special correspondent
at Madrid, in r despatch dated to-day at 10
A. M., states that lmmense excitement pre-
vails in that city npon the throme qnestion.
Two hundred snd twelve deputies will vote
for a monarchy, A Carlist rise is certain,
and srmed repnblicans are expected to oppose
the king's election. Edicts have beon issued
sgainst public meetings, and astrong military
force is under arms.

A determined plot hag been discovered
against the life of Prim, Five conspirators
bave been seized, and large supplies of re-
volvers, gronades, and poignards., Letters
and telegrams also have been fonnd compro-
mising those arrested with others well known
to the Government,

Serious outbreaks in the provinces have re-
sulted from the military precautions of the
Madrid Government.

Orders have been despatched for the re-
eall of vessels of war from every station, ex-
eept such as are actunlly needed in foreign
waters, A large concentration of ships at
Portsemonth is already apparent, and the
greatest activity prevails in all the naval
schools of the kingdom. A powerful fleet
will be immediately despatched to the Medi-
terrauean,

In the best informed circles it is regarded
that, in the present pretensions of Russia, &
general European war is inevitable, A rup.
ture between England and Russia is looked
upon as certain and imminent, It is also be-
lieved that Prussiais in close allianee with
Russia against the rest of Europe.

Loxpox, Nov. 16.—(8pecial to New York
Werld. )—Your correspondent to-day had a
oconversation with a member of her Majesty's
Government concerning the intentions of
the administration in regard to the demand
of Russia in the matter of the Paris treaty,
This geotlewan said:—*‘In point of fact
Russin asks nothing unrewsonsble; nothing
that we should be unwilling to concede. It
is useless to fight against destiny. Russia is
certain ultimately to accomplish all her de-
signs. Why should we, by endeavoring to
thwart her, involve ourselves in a disastrons
conflict ¥ However, notwithstanding Russia
evidently connts on the peculiar sitoation of
Europeat thismoment as seouring her a single.
handed fight with Turkey, it is by no weans
eertain that such conflict would result in
Russia's trivnmph. Turkey is not weak. Ier
railways have been econsiructed with a view
to defense, and they add greatly to her stra-
tegio advantages. Her army is eapable of
extreordinary deeds of valor and endurance,
Her floet, although not so numerous, i8 more
Fowerf‘nl than that of Russia. The army of
tussia to-day numbers 426,000 men on paper.
They are poorly armed and imperfectly
equipped. Russia is not yet ready for war,
por will she be for two years,

The Werld's correspondent at Tours, under
date of yesterday, sends the following: Gene.
ral Palladines bas ordered a corps of 25 000
men to advaunoce from Le Mans, along the line
of railway, to Chartres and then move south.

The snme
Itussian step has been so long expected that
the public was partly prepared forit, [t is
the form and peremptoriness of Russin's de-
claration which have ereated surprisa rather
than the dewand itself. There is nothing
yeot like talk about war, but the English eabi-
net is in no mood to be deterred by the pros-
pect of a collision, in which, however, it does
not believe. There is nobody who says that
England will in any case go to war. Both
here and perhaps still more in continental
cabinets a sense of the impossibility of per-
mitting open dictation by Kussis 18 upper
most.

The following correspondence has passad:
—Ear]l Granville to Sir A, Buchanau, British
Ambagsador to Russin: —

Fonrioy Orricr, Nov. 10.—8ir:—Baron
DBrunnow made to me yesterday 2 communi-
cation respecting the convention between the
Emperor of Russia and the Sultan, limiring
their naval forces in the Black Soa, signed at
Paris, on the 30th of March, 1856, to which
you allnde in your telegram of yesterday
afternoon. In my desputch of yesterday [
gave yon an acconnt of what passed hetween
us, and I now propose to obssrve upon Prince
Gortschakofl’'s despatches of the 19th and
20th ult,, communicated to me by the Rus-
sian ambassador.

On that oceasion Prince Gottschakoff
clared, on the partof his Twmperial Majesty,
that the treaty of 1856 had been infringed in
various respects to the prejndice of Russia, and
were, especially in the case of the prinecipalitios,
aseainst the "explicit protest of his representa-
tives, and that, in consequence of these infrac-
tious, Ruesin is entitled to renounce those stipa-
lations of the treaty which directly touch her
intereats. It i8 then announnced that she will
no longer be bound by treaties which restrict
her rights of sovereignty in the Black Bea. We
bave bere the allegation that ceriain facts have
occurred which, in the judgwent of Russia,
are al yariance with certain stipnlations of the
treaty, and the assumption is made that Hussia,
upon the strength of her own jndgment as to
the character of these facts, is entitied Lo release
bierselt from certaln olther stipulutions of that
Instrument.

This asgumption is limited in its practical
spplication to some of the provisions of the
treaty, but the assumption of the right to re-
nonnce any one of its terms involves the
assumption of the right to renonuce the
whole, Thie statement 18 wholly independent
of the reasonableness or unreasonableness on
its own merits of the desire of Russia to be
released from the observance of the stipu-
lations of the treaty of 1856, respecting the
Black sea, for the question is in whose hand
lies the power of releasing one or mere of the
parties from all or any of these stipulations ?
It bas always been held (bat the right belongs
only to the governments who have been par-
ties to the origimal instrument, The de-
spatches of Prince Gortschakoff appear to
sesume that any one of the powers who have
sigued the engagement may allege that ocsnur-
rences have taken place which in its epinion
sre al varisnce with the provisions of the
treaty, and althongh this view is not
shared nor admitted by the ocosigna-
tary powers, we may found upon that
allegation, not a request to those goy-
for a consideration of the
c¢ase, but the apnouncewent to them that it
has emancipated itsell or holds it self emanci-
peted from apy stipulations of the treaty
which it thinks fit to disspprove, Yet it is
quite évident that the effect of such dootrine
and of apy proceeding which, with or without
avowel, is founded upoun it, is to bring the
entire authority and efficiency of treaties
under discretionary control of each one of the
powers who may kave signed them, the result
of which would be the entire destruction of
treaties in their essonce, Whereas the whole
object is to bind the powers to oue another,
and for this purpose ensh oue of the powers
gurrenders a portion of its free agency. Dy
the doctrine and proceeding now in guestion
one of the parties, in ita sepurate aud indi-
vidusl capacity, brings back the entire sub-
ject into its own centrol, and remains bouond
only to itself.

Aceordingly Prince Gortachakoff has an-
nounced in those despatcbes ths intention of
Ruossia to continue to observe eertain of the
previsions of the tresty, Howsver satisfae.
tory this may be in itself, it is ebviously an
expreseion of the free will of that power
which it might st sny time slter or withideaw,
and in this it is open to the same objection
u8 the other portionsof the communioation,
Lecause it 1mplies the right of Russis to
snpul the treaty on the ground of wilogs-
tion, of which she coustitutes herself the ouly
judge.

The question therefore arises, not whather
any desire expressed by Russis ought to be

de-

—vr—

carefully exsmined, in a friendly epirit, by
the cosignatary powern, but whelher they
are to sccept from her the announcement that
by her own get, withont any consent from
them, she has released hersoll from the so.
lemn covenant. T need searcely say that her
Majesty's Government have received this
commnnioation with deep regret, beonnse it
opens a discussion which might nnsettle the
cordinl nnderstanding it hns been their earnest
endeavor to msintsin with the Russian em-
him; and, [ur the above reasons,it is impossi-

le for her Majesty's Governmnent te give any
tanction on their part to the conrse annonnoed
by Prince GortschakofT,

If, instead of snch declarstion, the Rassian
Governwent had nddressed her Majesty's
Government and the other powers who are
parties to the treaty of 185G, and had pro-
posed for consideration with them: whether
snything bas ocourred whioh counld be held to
amount to sn iofraction of the treaty, or
whethier there is anything in the terms
which, from altered circumstances, prosses
with undue severity upon Russia, or which,
in the conrse of events, had become unneces-
eary for the due protection of Turkey, her
Majenty's Government would mot pave re-
fused to examine the question in concert with
the corignataries to the treaty. Whatever
might bave been the resnlt of such communi-
oations a rikk of future complications, and a
very dnngerous precedent as to the validity ef
international obligations, would have been
avoided.
